jCcbruary 13 of that year. H 
Ptas elected president of the
chamber February 19, 1937 and
also was appointed manager and
volunteered to.serve in that ca­ 
pacity without salary. He filled
both of these capacities until
January 15, 1943, serving after
1937 in the capacity of secretary
at a nominal salary. On July 13,
19-15 he was appointed secretary-
manager, of Iho chamber.

Before locating In Culver Cily, 
Walker was engaged for 20 
years in news reel acllvities In 
capacities ranging from news 
reel camera man to Pacific 
Coast editor of Fox News and 
Movietone News. In recent years 
Walker has made substantial in­ 
vestments In real estate In Cul­ 
ver City and the surrounding 
area.

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PRIVATE WATER FIRM ASKS 
CITY TO QUIT WELLS AND 
USE METROPOLITAN SUPPLY

Torrnnce would be required to quit using Its abundani 
water wells and use the Metropolitan Water District supply from 
the Colorado River under recommendations given to the Ways 
and Means Committee of the West Basin Ground-Water Conscr 
vatlon Group by Louis J. Alexander, engineer, Southern Califor

nla Water Co. which serves Re 
dondo Beach and the Cliffton 
Riviera area section of Torrance 

According to information from 
the committee, Alexander stated 
that he had made a study ol 
;he safe yield of the West Bas
n, comprising Torrance and the 
.vholo South Bay area, and that 
during one five-year period there

'as an average draft from well; 
of 40,000 acre feet and that dur 
ng that period there was no 
change In the static water lev­ 
els of certain representative in 
dex wells.

He said, this was convincing 
proof that if withdrawals from 
.he wells In the West Basin 
were Unfilled to approximately 
40,000 acre feet that the basin 
vould be In balance, and not 
mly Would no further overall 

recession of water levels occur,
ut present levels would tend to 
ise to those of the five-year 
«rlod of Ihe survey.

He said that If "those within 
he West Basin now entitled to 
ise Imported water (Metropoll- 
an Water District water for In- 
lance) would do so, that, then 
he Basin itself would be In sub- 
tantlal balance under present 
ondltions."

He recommended lo the com-
illtee thai a sludy be made of 

equitable means of making II 
josslble for those producers now 
ntitled to Imported water to 
 efraln from using basin waler 

polnled oul thai Ihose Indus 
rips located within the city IIm 
s of Los Angeles could reason 
ble expect to receive water 
rom Ihe latter city, and the 
roblem of distributional facill 
es would not be great.

Rubber
Shutdown
Looming

United States Rubber Co., 
Synthetic Rubber Division, and 
Goodyear Synthetic Rubber 
Corp. faced the shutdown 
their Torrance plants within 
the next 48 hours as the close­ 
down of the Shell Chemical 
Torrance Butadiene plant en­ 
tered Its second day today fol 
lowing a dispute over smoking 
rules within the highly com­ 
bustible area of the plant.

Shell feeds U. S. Rubber and 
Goodyear Synthetic Rubber 
with butadiene which mixed 
with styrene from Dow Chem­ 
ical's* plant makes synthetic 
rubber. Should the shut-down 
be prolonged, officials of the 
Shell Company declared, the 
supply of U. S. Rubber and 
Goodyear would be exhausted 
and they, with Dow Chemical, 
will be forced to stop produc­ 
tion.

Thus four of the six such 
plants on the West Coast 
making this material to sup­ 
ply the fighting forces over­ 
seas with critical rubber would 
be caused to cease production 
over the question of the use 
of the hard-to-gtt clgaret.

While C. E. Fredericks, sec­ 
retary, OU Workers Interna­ 
tional Union (CIO) .No. 128, 
Long Beach, which hag juris­ 
diction over tho employees of 
Shell, said, that the company 
had failed to live, .up to .Its 
agreements of the past, the 
company, through E. S. Bo- 
<ilne, plant manager, gave 
this statement to the Torrance 
Herald and press representa­ 
tives at the scene of the tie- 
up:

"The Shell Chemical, Torrance 
Butadiene plant, was shutdown 
here today after approximate­ 
ly 100 of the operating person­ 
nel ' represented by the OU 
Workers International Union, 
(CIO) engaged in an appar­ 
ently planned violation of the 
company rules regarding smok­ 
ing which retultod In their 
dismissal for Insubordination. 

"This Is the plant that expe­ 
rienced 'a serious explosion 
and fire and several resulting 
Injuries and gained nation­ 
wide publicity a few weeks 
ago. It Is part of a group of 
plants manufacturing synthe­ 
tic rubber designed to produce 
60,000 tons of GRS rubber per 
year.

"It Is the company's belief 
that U Is exceedingly danger­ 
ous for the operating employ­ 
ees at this plant to smoke 
while on the job.

"For the protection of the 
lives of Its employees and to 
prevent the destruction of any 
part of this vital plant, the 
rule against smoking has been 
effective since the plant was 
first pluceti In operation.

"Operation will be resumed 
as quickly as essential man­ 
power con be obtained."

U. S. Labor Conciliation Com­ 
missioner Edward II. Fitzger­ 
ald, Los Angeles, and Freder­ 
icks conferred with company 
officials about the dispute yes­ 
terday, but the company sold 
that there was no hope of re­ 
suming operations today be­ 
cause of the hick of the essen­ 
tial 100 men needed to keep 
the whole plant which provides 
jobs for 550 men In operation. 

Fredericks, In dispute with 
the company statement, gold 
that Shell hud allowed 10-mln- 
ute smoking periods mori^ngH 
and af tcrnooiiH In cerium zones, 
subject to approval of super­ 
visors who had relaxed rules. 
He said the 100 men' din- 
charged had been picked from 
among those who took advan­ 
tage of the relaxed attitude, 
June 25 and 2(1.   "We Insist on 
management living up to what 
It lion been doing," he declared 
In defense of the men dis­ 
charged.

The conciliation service luul 
no statement, but the com­ 
pany said the plant would re­ 
lume operation* an Boon *n 
100 qualified men could be 
found to take the Job* of those 
discharged for Insubordination.
